r ENGLAND WANTED WAR. 


Held Back From Fighting France In 1803 


by the German Emperor. 


Tho Ganlois, in Paris, recently re- 


Jatcid in considerable detail that during 
the Siamese imbroglio of 1898 Eng'and 
\vaa on the verge of declaring 
war 


•gainst Franco The power that opposed 
tho war most vigorously was Germany. 
In iaot, said the Gaulois, the war was 
prevented by the German emperor. 


"At that time," said the Gaulois, 


"Emporcr William was at Cowes with 
his yacht. Ho had won a regatta prize 
from Lord Dunraveu'a Valkyrie and tho 
Prince of Wales' Britannia. He appear- 
ed, literally as well as figuratively, to 
swim in English waters. It was as he 
Bat at dinner in the house of the Royal 
Yacht squadron that he received from 
Count Hatzfeldt the news that the Eng- 
lish government intended to declare war 
against France 
The emperor rose from 


the table, laid aside his napkin and sent 
a dispatch empowering .his em bassador 
in London to protest against Lord Rose- 
bery's programme. Moreover, he be- 
took himself at once to Osborne House 
to announce to his grandmother that ha 
never could approve such a course as re- 
gards' Siam." 


Sometimes Paris newspapers publish 


articles on European politics that lack 
all foundation in fact, and the amazing 
Btory told by the Gaulois might have 
been dismissed as one of them had it 
not been confirmed at once by the Koel- 
nische Zeitung, probably the most trust- 
•woftky journal on the European conti- 
nent. The Koelnische Zeitung's Paris 
correspondent was at Cowes with the 
emperor in 1893 
As soon as the Gau- 


lois had made its statement he corrobo- 
rated it Among the influential English- 
men at Cowes, he said, it was then 
common talk that the German emperor 
was England's ally against Siam and 
France. Lord Dufferin, then English 
embassador in Paris, had come to Cowes 
to conclude the negotiations for an alli- 
ance, but had been met with the emper- 
or's blunt refusal to take the active part 
that England wished to assign him. The 
Koeinische Zeitang's correspondent as- 
serts that the "correctness of this state- 
ment is absolute and beyond question 
among the initiated who were at Cowes 
during the German emperor's sojourn 
there.., .

WIRELESSTELEPHONING 


Sound of the Human Voice Con- 


veyed by Heat Rays. 


EXHIBITION GIVEN AT NEW YOEK, I 


Invention !• Yet lu Onlr on Experi- 


mental Stage of Development—In- 
tereBtlnK Feature* of Electrical 
Show at New York—Miniature The- 
ater, With Model* ot Stace Scene*. 


A novel and beautiful exhibition was 


recently given at Madison Square Gar- 
den in New York to representatives of 
the press. A method of telephoning 
which uses the beam of radiance from a 
•searchlight in place of a wire \vns 
shown. 


At one end of the Garden in the up- 


per gallery was placed an arc light, with 
the familiar conical or parabolic mirror 
of the searchlight behind it. When the 
current was turned on, the beam was 
projected to the opposite end of the hall, 
where a simple device was used for re- 
ceiving. At the transmitting end one 
noticed that from each of the two main 
wires supplying current to the arc short 
wires ran off to an adjacent telephone 
booth. Inside the latter was a transmit- 
ter that looked for all the world like any 
other, but differed therefrom in minor 
details. From the way in which the 
wires were connected it waa easy to see 
that mcstof the current flowed through 
the carbon pencils of the lamp, but a 
small part went around through the 
telephone transmitter. 


At the receiving end the apparatus 


was even more Simple in appearance. 
There was aimed tov.ard the distant arc 
light another parabolic mirror—-a bell 
shaped vessel whose lining was highly 
polished and whose interior curves were 
carefully calculated. A tiny bulb no 
bigger than that of a thermometer was 
fastened in the bell at the focus of the 
parabola, and from this there extended 
back through the metal a short, slender 
glass tube that connected with the ear 
piece of a phonograph. There was no 
electrical eqaipment whatever at the 
receiving end. The person who put the 
twin rubber tipped tubes into his ears 
heard not only the notes of a cornet, 
but also human speech, emanating from 
the closed booth at the other end of the 
hall. 


The receiving device was invented 


years ago by A. Graham Bell, bnt the 
transmitter shown, a vast improvement 
on Bell's, was devised by Hammond V. 
Hayes of the American Bell Telephone 
company. Bell thought that the vibra- 
tions traversed the .beam of light, but 
it has been decided now that the me- 
dium of communication is the heat ray. 
Perhaps it would be more accurate to 
say that the heat emitted from the arc 
is subjected to fluctuations in intensity 
by means of the telephone transmitter, 
and that these fluctuations so. actuate 
the staff in that tiny receiving bulb as 
to be converted into sound waves. Up 
to date a distance of only two miles 
has been covered, but the invention is 
yet in only an experimental stage of 
development. 
'' .' 


' If there is a limit to electricity or to 
space is a question that cannot be 
eolved at Madison Square Garden, where 
the electrical show has entered upon 
its second week. When the first elec- 
trical exhibition was given in New 
York, everybody wondered at it, and 
people seemed to be afraid of electricity. 
Now there is an exhibition where the 
wireless telegraph .that was then used 
for exploding mines is qnietly demon- 
strated upon a glass table in the bal- 
cony, and people .have no reason to 
wonder, for the explanations are given 
plainly by the man who does the work 
and gives to every visitor a message 
that has been sent,- printed by the 
Morse telegraph signals. 


It is not all wireless telegraphy and 


the telephone system that attract the 
people at Madison Square Garden, for 
electricity is practically harnessed in 
this exhibition and is one of the ex- 
hibits, visitors seeing the harnessing. 
It is not a big exhibit and is to be found 
nest to the X rays, but it is known as 
the high tension effects, and an inter- 
ested crowd id always near it. It has 
been called artificial lightning. Perhaps 
it is, but it is very, like the ciiginal, 
and it rings bells, lights lamps, and 
when it takes a notion to jump through 
a piece of pine planking it goes through. 


Electricity to the scientific and to ex- 


perts seems to be unlimited, and as at 
each electrical show new inventions and 
improvements on old ones appear tho 
people find out how it is applied in ev- 
ery avenue and industry. .In electric 
lighting by arc and incandescent means 
there are marvels everywhere in the 
show. It makes one dizzy to attempt to 
count the lamps, and "when it is realized 
that the field of light is fleVer altered it 
shows perfection 'in the application of 
power and additional perfection in tho 
manufacture of the lamps. T.he illumi- 
nating effects are often varied. The 
latest step in electric lighting shows a 
lamp of which the incandeecent mate- 
rial withstands excessively high tem- 
perature, even while exposed.to the air, 
and needs no glass covering whatever. 
It can be operated just aa it stands and 
from alternating or continuous- current, 
but where alternating current is used 
it is said to last longer. 
' 


Electrical effects are not, however, 


confined entirely to illumination or to 
motors or to the fusing of metals. They 
are found in an interesting exhibit 
down stairs, which includes 'ah elec- 
trical model room, in which the models 
are contributed by the scenici artists of 
the various theaters. This is the first 
exhibition of the kind made in Ameri- 
ca, although in Paris and Vienna there 
are permanent exhibitions of scenic 
model?. There are 30 models at tbe 
Garden, one of these representing an 
act from Piton'a "A Romance of Ath- 
lone," which ia demonstrated with an 
electrical switchboard, operated so as 
to show the gradual changes from day- 
light to night on the miniature stage, 
just as it is effected on the stage proper. 
In this Sittlo theater the changes of 
light are effected .b'y-multfefoloied light 
circuits controlled -by graduating rheo- 
stats, so as to make- the changes of 
light from the luminous bfue of night 
to dawn, daylight, noon, 'afternoon, 
sunset nnd evening again by impercep- 
tible degrees. There iff nlfio a complete 
working model of the .tpparatns and 
meana tioed in theaters by w>hieh tbe 
tceneajure changed by ejfctricnl power,

KRIDER'STERRIBLE INJURIES 


Soldier In Pliyippines~Sliot TTreaty- 


slx Timfls and. Lives. 


The following letter was received by 


James Krider of Wharton, a small vil* 
lage in the northwestern part of Wyan- 
dot county, 0., from his son, D.-W. 
Krider, Third artillery, in Manila, re- 
citing the terrible injuries he received 
in the battle of Feb. 4: 


"God has indeed been merciful to me 


since I was allowed to write to you 
come time ago. I am doing finely, but 
there are lota of pierces in my body and 
legs that will always stay there, for 
they have cut and picked at me till I 
am sick and tired of it. I have 28 
wounds; 6 in my left leg, one in my 
right leg, 2 in my lef{ arm and 17 in 
my back, hips and shoulders. The boys 
eaid it was a holy fright to see me, and 
yon bet I thought of all kinds of frights 
when I was struck. 


"I was shot at 1:20 p. m., and never 


got diessed by the surgeons till 9 
o'clock that night. They told me I 
would die and bad me reported dead 
two or tbiee times. OUT lieutenant and 
the boys came to see me, expecting to 
see a corpse, but they said I was the 
'darndest' dead man they ever saw. 
The doctor tells me I will be crippled for 
life in my bnck and hip, but I am glad 
to escape as I did. 


"Onr officers can't do much with tho 


boys any more, because aa soon as the 
'black devils' fire a shot our boys open 
np and go after them. They don't know 
the retreat any more." — Special New 
York Press.

VENGEFUL IN DEATH. 


THE SULTAN OF TURKEY. 


Ex-Minister Terrell Pays Tribnte to His 


Charm of Manner. 


Hon. A. W. Terrell, formerly United 


States minister at Constantinople, con- 
tributes "An Interview With the Sul- 
tan" to T^e Century. Mr. Terrell says: 


The sultan is over 50 years old, of 


medium height, with clear olive com- 
plexion, dark hair, high forehead and 
large dark brown eyes. The habitual 
expression of his face is one of extreme 
sadness. Though the pashas who attend 
his palace when ministers or embassa- 
dors are entertained are decorated with 
regal splendor, he always appears in 
plain garb, wearing a red fez, a frock 
coat and trousers of dark blue stuff and 
patent leather shoes. A broad service 
sword with steel scabbard, which he 
holds sheathed in his hand, completes 
the costume. Sometimes a single decora- 
tion is worn on his breast. When he 13 
Been thus plainly attired in the throne- 
room of his palace, on the first day of 
the feast of Bairam, seated on an otto- 
man covered with cloth of gold, to re- 
ceive the congratulations of his civil 
and military chiets, who are all radiant 
in uniforms and decorations, the con- 
trast is very striking 
No Christiana 


but those of the diplomatic corps ever 
witness this impressive ceremony, which 
is conducted with the order that distin- 
guishes a military review, bnt with an 
oriental servility that an American finds 
it difficult to understand. On such occa- 
sions Osmaa Pasha stands at the sul- 
tan's left, holding a cloth of gold scarf, 
which all reverently kiss after saluting 
their ruler 


No sovereign in Europe is more court- 


ly or refined in entertaining his guests, 
and few can be more agreeable in con- 
versation. In his personal intercourse 
with foreign representatives he is alike 
free from that stilted dignity which re- 
pels confidence and from that absence of 
real dignity which invites familiarity. 


When 1 first dined at the palace, the 


sultan, sat at the head of the table, with 
Mrs. Terrell at his right and myself at 
his left 
Osman Pasha, Ismael Pasha, 


the former khedive of Egypt, the grand 
vizier and other ministers of state were 
the other guests. 


Nothing could excel the excellence of 


the cuisine of which he partook with 
his guests, the table service and decora- 
tions, the magnificence of the dining 
room or the excellence of his wines, 
which always remain untasted except 
by Christian guests. Each pasha wore 
the insignia of his rank, blazing with 
etars and decorations, while the plain 
costume of the sultan was alone in har- 
mony with my own. No armed men 
stood guard at the palace doors, and ex- 
cept a detail from the imperial guard, 
who always salute a foreign representa- 
tive on his arrival, no soldiers have ever 
been seen by me within the palace walls 
on any of the occasions when I have 
dined there.

On a certain day I received a letter 


from a private soldier named Gratmar, 
attached to tho garrison of San Fran- 
cisco. I had known him but slightly, 
the acquaintance having come about 
through hia interest in some 'stories 
which I had published, and which he 
had a way of calling "psychological 
studies." He was a dreamy, romantic, 


a tiger lily 
What mad 


caprice led him to join the army I never 
knew, but I did know that there he was 
wretchedly out of place, and I foresaw 
that his rude and repellent environ- 
ment would make of him in time a de- 
serter or a suicide or a murderer. The 
letter at first seemed a wild outpouring 
of despair, fpr it informed me that be- 
fore it should reach me its author would 
be dead by his own hand. But when I 
had read further I understood its spirit 
and realized how coolly formed a 
scheme it disclosed and how terrible its 
purport was intended to be. The worst 
of the contents was the information 
that a certain officer (whom he named) 
had driven him to the deed, and that he 
was committing suicida for the sole 
purpose of gaming thereby the power 
to revenge himself upon his enemy. I 
learned afterward that the officer had 
received a similar letter. 


This was so puzzling that I sat down 


to reflect upon the young man's pecul- 
iarities. He had always seemed some- 
what uncanny and had I proved more 
sympathetic he doubtless would have 
gone further and told me of certain 
problems which he professed to have 
solved concerning the life beyond this. 
One thing that he had said caine back 
vividly, "If I could only overcome that 
purely gross and animal love of life that 
n.akes us all shun death, I would kill 
myself, for I know how far,more pow- 
erful I could be in spirit than in flesh." 


The manner of Jhe suicide was star- 


tling, and that was what might have 
been expected from this odd character. 
Evidently scorning the flummery of fu- 
nerals, he'liad gone into a little canyon 
near the military reservation and blown 
himself into a million fragments with 
dynamite, so that all of him that was 
found was some minute particles of 
flesh and bone. 


I kept the letter a secret, for I de- 


sired to observe the officer without rous- 
ing his suspicion of my purpose. It 
would be an admirable test of a dead 
man's power and deliberate intention to 
haunt the living, for so I interpreted 
the letter. The officer thus to be pun- 
ished was an oldish man, short, apo- 
plectic, overbearing and irascible. Gen- 
erally he was kind to most of the men 
in a way, but he was gross and mean, 
and that explained sufficiently his harsh 
treatment of yotmg Gratmar, whom he 
could not understand, and his efforts to 
break that flighty young man's spirit 


Not very long after the suicide cer- 


tain modifications in the officer's con- 
duct became apparent to my watchful 
oversight. His choler, though none the 
less sporadic, developed a quality which 
" ad some of the characteristics of senil- 


and yet he was still in his prime 


and passed for a sound man. He was a 
bachelor and had.lived always alone, 
but presently he began to shirk solitude 
at night and court it in daylight His 
brother officers chaffed him, and there- 
upon he would laugh in rather a forced 
and silly fashion quite different from 
the ordinary way with him, and would 
sometimes, on these occasions, blush so 
violently that his face would become 
almost purple. His soldierly alertness 
and sternness relaxed surprisingly at 
times and at others were exaggerat- 
ed into unnecessary "acerbity, his con- 
duct in this regard suggesting that of a 
drunken man who knows that he is 
drunk and who now and then makes a 
brave effort to appear sober. All these 
things and more, indicating some mental 
strain or some dreadful apprehension, 
or perhaps something worse than either, 
were observed partly by me and partly 
by an intelligent officer whose watch 
npon the man had been secured by me. 


To be more particular, the afflicted 


man was observed often to start sudden- 
ly and in alarm, look quickly round and 
make some unintelligent monosyllabic 
answer, seemingly to an inaudible ques- 
tion that no visible person had asked. 
He acquired the reputation, too, of hav- 
ing taken lately to nightmares, for in 
the middle of the nigfet he would shriek 
in the most dreadful fashion, alarming 
his roommates prodigiously. After these 
attacks he would sit up in bed, his rud- 
dy face devoid of color, his eyes glassy 
and shining, his breathing broken with 
gasps and his body wet with a cold per- 
spiration. 


Knowledge of these developments a jd 


transformations spread throughout the 
garrison, but the few (mostly women) 
who dared to express sympathy or sug- 
gest a tonic encountered so violent re- 
buffs that they blessed heaven for escap- 
ing alive from his word volleys.

A Man Might Possibly Live to Be Oae 


Hundred and Twenty-five Years Old, 
In the average statistics of human life 


it has been found that women live lon- 
ger than men. The reason for that ap- 
pears to be simple. 


Up to tho ago of 20 to 25 tho man is 


undoubtedly younger and less develop- 
ed than the woman, but iu the next 20 
or 80 years of his life tho man ages 
much more rapidly, because apart from 
tho strain and hardship of a profession, 
the exposure to uuhealthlul climates, 
the disappointments of fortune, ho of- 
ten leads a life of dissipation and ex- 
cess which early puts its stanip upon 
his forehead and turns his hair gray be- 
fore its time. Tho woman, on the other 
hand, who has often more than her 
sharo of anxieties, bus, apart from tho 
many accidents of life, but one serious 
and inevitable danger, that of the per- 
petuation of her race, which, safely 
passed, renovates rather than ages and 
increases a woman's chance of longev- 
ity. 


From the few facts that I have ven- 


tured to put together wo may deduce, I 
think, the following conclusions, which, 
I trust, may bo fonpd of some interest 
by those who desire to have a general 
view of the expectation of life, its real 
duration and the possible causes of its 
length and brevity. 


First. — That, according to the best 


authorities of the last century, the ex- 
treme limit ol life might be 125 years 
under extraordinary and almost abnor- 
mal circumstances. 


Second. — That the anticipation of life 


is roughly five times the time that the 
organs of the body — not counting tho 
brain, which develops later — require to 
attain their full and absolute maturity. 
This, of course, varies not only in races, 
but in individuals, some developing 
early and some much later, even in the 
same climate and in the same family. 


Third. — That rarely, if ever, is that 


full duration achieved, owing to dis- 
ease, food, heredity, bad habits, wear 
and tear and many other causes which 
shorten life. 


Fourth.— The slower the development 


tha longer may be the duration of life. 


Fifth. — That all human beings are 


not born with the capacity for long life 
even under the most favorable circum- 
stances. As the organism of the human 
being is more complex than that of the 
lower animals, so his anticipation of 
life is far more variably. 


Sixth. — That those circumstances 


which conduce to. longevity are un- 
doubtedly late development, frugal hab- 
its, moderation, exemption from vicissi- 
tudes of climate and extreme of heat or 
cold, from mental worry and agitation, 
temperature in eating and drinking, 
with a fair amount of brain work when 
the brain is ready to undertake it. 


We have all heard the well worn ax- 


iom attributed to the Psalmist that the 
"days of man are threescore and ten,'' 
but in Genesis vi, 3, will be found the 
following passage, "Yet his days shall 
be an hundred and twenty years." 
This passage seems to have been over- 
looked, as I have rarely seen it quoted, 
although curiously enough it exactly 
corresponds to the theory that man 
should attain five times the period of 
reaching his maturity. — Nineteenth 
Century.

The opinions of Dr. Washington 


(Jlsdaen are always given 'considera- 
tion by the people of this city. Here 
is one of his latest: 


"Our laws, it would seem, are not 


ifavorablo " i the telling of needed truth 
concerning larg-.- aggregations of cap- 
ital . Suppose I allege that some man 
of many millions is a murderer. He 
brings me to trial for slander, and the 
court demands specifications. I name 
four men whom he has murdered, and 
conclusively prove that he has mur- 
dered three. There is some lack of 
le,gal evidence 
in the 
fourth case. 


"Whereupon the murderer of three is 
acquitted as an honorable man, and I 
am punished as a slanderer. And this 
is law," . 


If some person of little consequence 


had said this it would have fallen out 
of hearing in a day. And it should fall 
out of hearing in less time. In fact it 
is difficult to see how Dr. 
Gladden 


brought himself to make such a state- 
ment. Dr. Gladden will not contend 
for the infallibility of anything on 
earth and he will not say that law can 
be infallible. No man of judgment will 
claim that the courts are perfect any 
more than he will claim that law is in- 
fallible, but the law of this land and 
the courts of this land, without excep- 
tion, are far above permitting any con- 
dition such as Dr. Gladden speaks of. 
Dr. Gladden's statement is nonsense 
pure and simple . Dr. Gladden by this 
statement fully illustrates the kind of 
man who comes to grief at the hands 
of the law. A certain enthusiasm and 
a certain conviction leads him to make 
Htatements which are thoroughly sat- 
isfying to himself and to his admirers 
and to those of similar enthusiasm and 
conviction, but which are as chaff in 
the wind when met by the dispassion- 
ate logic of law and the courts. 


The 'rigid exactness of courts works 


Injury at times, but in most cases in 
which it does work injury the court 
and the law are not at faull.' The 
ttult tlmoit Invariably lies with those 


who bring the case and is almost in- 
variably due to incompetence. The 
courts must never deviate from their 
exactness 
in their interpretation of 


law and in their judgment upon, evi- 
dence no matter what may be their 
personal opinions on the merits of a 
case. It is only by strict observance 
of this, exactness that we escape being 
ruled by prejudice and false impres- 
sions. 


It may not be out of the way to call 


attention here to the inconsistency 
which allows prominent teachers to 
sweepingly condemn law at one time 
and at another time proclaim con- 
cerning its majesty. 
This inconsist- 


ency denounces law and courts as un- 
fit to administer justice to the individ- 
ual as opposed to corporate wealth, and 
turns from that denunciation to im- 
press the high civilization that is ia 
this law and in these courts upon the 
maddened white man whose home and 
sacred 
family relations have 
been 


heinously violated by a beastly negro.

When a player reaches 
this point, ho is reasonably sure of tho 
home plate, heaven. At the close of the 
discussion Mr. Markell said he would 
like to know at what points in the game 
his individual hearers were. That the 
metaphors were not Greek to many in 
the audience was shown by the fact 
that several described in a graphic 
manner on "which base they were stand- 
ing and how they arrived there.

been taken to Pretoria, The govern- 
ment of Cape Colony, it further appears, 
is considering the matter secretly. The 
news has caused great 
excitement 


throughout South Afirica.

The advices are also probably con- i 


nected with a mysterious dispatch re- 
ceived at Johannesburg from Pretoria 
on May 12, saying a special train fully 
equipped with Boer artillerymen, guns 
and a searchlight apparatus, was being 
held in readiness at the capital of the 
Transvaal. The statement was then de- 
clared to foe without significance, but to- 
day's news throws a more serious light 
on the movement, and; there was a great 
sensation in London when the news of 
the arrests became generally known. 


The officers arrested are Captain Pat- 
, 


terson, formerly of the Lancers; Colonel 
R. F. Nicholls, Lieutenant E. J. Tremlott, 
Lieutenant C. A. Ellis, lately a private 
detective at Johannesburg; Lieutenant 
John Allen, formerly of the horse ar- 
tillery; Former Sergeant J. Fries, K. P. 
Hooper and a Mr. Nichols. 


It is stated that the commissioner of 


police, who had the affair in hand, had 
been working up the case for four 
months. Mr. Beaty, the detective, who 
effected the arrests, received his instruc- 
tions last week and secured the neces- 
sary warrants Monday. 


Further warrants have been issued. ' 


It is asserted that the officers already 
arrested were also preparing to organize 
a corps in Natal, the British colony be- 
tween the Orange Free State and the 
Indian ocean, to assist the projected 
movement at Johannesburg. 


The charge against the prisoners is 


that, while staying in the Rand privately, 
they were really engaged in enlisting 
men for the purposes of rebellion when 
they were ready to give the signal. 


It is stated that the enlistment roster 


Included 2000 men, and that a number of 
incriminating documents were found at 
the time the arrests were made. 


All the morning papers devote their 


principal editorials to the arrests in the 
Transvaal, counseling a postponement 
of conclusions until the facts of the case 
are ascertained and declining to believe 
that English officers or subjects have 
been guilty of what The Standard terms 
"such treasonable folly." 


The Daily Mail says: The conditions 


are that of a. boiler, with furnaces at full 
blast and safety valves screwed, down. 
No conspiracy can flourish while free- 
•dom exists and the Kruger policy will 
inevitably produce resistance. 


The Times,- which' repudiates the Idea 


that the prisoners are of weight among 
the British uitlanders or represent im- 
poruuit interests of any kind at Jo- 
hannesburg, suggests that President 
Kruger has been imposed upon by his 
own detectives: 


The papers publish an interview with 


Mr. Chamberlain, who apparently depre- 
cates the seriousness of the arrests, but 
says he does not recognize the names of 
the prisoners or understand the causes of 
arrest. 


The Standard and Diggers' News, the 


Boers' organ In London, has a dispatch 
from Pretoria which says that warrants 
were issued Monday evening by the state 
attorney and were executed at midnight. 
The dispatch adds that a plot or rebellion 
ie alleged to have been maturing for four 
months, and that the accused, who are 
said to have been engaged by the South 
African league, had already enlisted 2000 
men. 


According to dispatches from Cape 


Town Moridaj', orders were issued Sat- 
urday by the commandants on ths west- 
ern border of the Transvaal to the 
burghers to prepare to take the fiald at a 
moment's notice from Pretoria, although 
the negotiations were still pending for 
the proposed meeting between President 
Kruger and Sir Alfred Milner, governor 
of Cape Colony, and British high com- 
missioner for South Africa. 


Mr. Chamberlain. BrHUh colonial sec- 


retary, it is said, tMi not assent to the 
conference unless the Transvaal execu- 
tive pledges himself to initiate bon<a fide 
reforms. 


The work of fortifying the redoubts 


and the hilltops at points of strategic Im- 
portance is progressing rapidly in the 
Transvaal. The western 'border separ- 
atee the Transvaal f.-jm British Bechu- 
land. The Orange Free State is on the 
south, Portuguese lerritorynn the east, 
British Matabeleland on the north. 


Trouble between Great Britain and 


the Transvaal has been imminent for 
weeks. The Immediate cause is renewed 
agitation at Johannesburg, where the 
uitlanders (foreigners), mostly British, 
claim to be oppressed. An ever present 
provocation is the situation of the Trans- 
vaal—right in the way of Rhodes' pel 
project of a Cape-to-Calro railway.

sided at a mieting of the Anti-Imperial- 
ist league I. ?re yestarday, and after th* 
secretary had road a number of lettsit 
commending the cause, ex-Governtr 
Boutwell was introduced. Before read- 
Ing his paper he said that the first part 
of what he was about to say had been 
submitted to the executive committee of 
the league and had been approved by its 
menvbers, so that In some sense it might 
be taken as the voice of the Anti-Im- 
perialist league. 


As president of the Anti-Imperialist 


league, 
Ex-Governor Boutwell denied 


the charge that the organization was en- 
gaged in improper dealings with tha 
army in the Philippines, bui'stated that 
it was the purpose of the league "to 
bring the arrny out of the Philippines by 
quiet influence of the American people 
nt home, acting through the ordinary 
channels of intercourse and communica- 
tion, 
but, failing in that effort, as we 


may, then ive propose to so act as to 
summon the army from the Philippines 
by the authority of the votes of the 
American people, and without thought 
of the consequences to m^p, to admin- 
istrations, to political parties or to ques- 
tions of domestic concern." 


After some further reference to the 


work in \\hich the league is engaged, the 
speaker entered upon a discussion of the 
subject of imperialism, taking up the 
roost recent developments in the'Phil- 
ippine situation. 
He said: 
"If the 


opinion of one person upon the question 
cf whether the President o' the United 
States or Aguinaldo is in t e right is of 
any value to the advocates if imperial- 
ism, I am prepared to make answer.' 
Aguinaldo is contending for that which 
is his own, the right to self government, 
in common with those with whom he is 
associated and whom he represents. 
The president asserts a right to govern 
others, a right which has never been 
possessed lawfully by any one, and 
which has never been exercised except 
through fear, fraud, force anil war. 
As 


between Aguinaldo and the president, 
Aguinaldo is in the right, and the presi- 
dent is in the wrong. 


Aguinaldo can only bring the war to 


an end by the surrender of all right to 
•elf-government in himself and in his 
people, and by the recognition of a 
right In the president to govern and to 
tax 8,000,000 Filipinos in whatever man- 
ner shall to him seem expedient, while 
on the other hand the president can 
bring peace in the islands by the aban- 
donment of a claim to which lie has no 
Just title, and which can only be prose- 
cuted for a purpose that is inconsistent 
•with American institutions and with 
American ideas of freedom, equality and 
Justice. 


The speaker, disclaiming any pur- 


pose to exalt Aguinaldo, referred to 
some evidences of the capabilities of the 
Filipinos to govern themselves. 
' 


Ex-Governor Boutwell -pointed out 


some of the differences between the 
claim of the United States upon the Phil- 
ippines and those of England upon ths 
American colonies. He referred to the 
cost .in "tr/p.sure" and 
"lives more 


precious than money" of the year of war 
just closed, and then devoted consider- 
able time to replying to what he styled. 
Secretary Long's defense of President 
McKlnley's policy, in a recent address 
in TR^ston. 


"What is the policy of the war?" the 


speaker asked. 
"The answer is to be 


found in the proclamations and in the 
replies of General Otis to the appeals of 
the Filipinos for a suspension of hos- 
tilities looking to negotiations for an 
adjustment upon a br.sis of permanent 
pea.ce. The wa r is to be prosecuted until 
the 8.000,000 inhabitants of unnumbered 
islands are brought into subjection to 
the authority of the United States. Un- 
til they consent that we may rule them 
and tax them, or until we acquire the 
power to rule them and to tax them 
against their consent, this war of sub- 
jugation, a brutal war of subjugation, is 
to go on." 


Mr. Boutwell then referred to the de- 


nial of those who support the adminis- 
tration that the "policy is one of im- 
perialism," and said: "W<e have seized 
Porto Rico, Cuba and the margins of two 
islands in the Philippines, and we are 
ruling and taxing the inhabitants with- 
out their consent, through the agency of 
military chieftains, who, for the time 
being, are endowed with full powers. 
According to the policy of the adminis- 
tration the inhabitants of the Philippine 
islands <ire to he permitted to enjoy self- 
government whenever the authorities in 
the United States shall be of the opinion 
that the millions in the islands are 
capable of governing themselves. Into 
this practical form of g-overnment Presi- 
dent McKinlsy and his assistants and 
supporters have perverted these im- 
mortal truthsr 'That all men are cre- 
ated equal: that they are endowed by 
their creator with certain inalienable 
rights; that among these a,re life, liberty' 
and the pursuit of happiness. That to 
secure these rights governments are in- 
stituted among men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the governed.' 


"Will tha country indorse this per- 


version of the principles on which the 
government was founded? And will the 
country consent to the inevitable expen- 
diture of money and the sacrifice of life 
while the war goes on?" 


Taking up Secretary Long's intimation 


that the Philippines might be given a 
government similar to those of the terri- 
tories of the United States, the speaker 
enumarated some of the privileges which 
the territories enjfsy, and asked what the 
reply of American citizens would be to 
the proposition to endow 8,000,000 Malays 
find their posterity through all time with 
a right of competition and equality. 


Mr. Boutwell holds that "the iniquity 


of imperialism la bearing a harvest o! 


. ,11 many quarters," in support of 


which statament he cited recent event* 
in Samoaand Hawaii, and said: "Where 
else in the world has tyranny made suc^ 
rapid advances, and where else in the 
world have tyrants assumed to assert 
and to exercise more absolute control 
over their subjects? In the 
presence 


and under tho influence of the e teach- 
ings the statement is not a surprise that 
our postmaster general has seized the 
contents of the mail, and made the pub- 
lic announcement that a person named

Gained Good Will of Germans by His Method el 


Dealing With Samcan Troubles. 


Washington, May 17.—Simultaneously 


with the publication of Admir.il Kautz's 
report, advices have been received h-ere 
from Apia, by way of Germany, prov- 
ing that the American admiral and the 
Americans in general have ac*ccl with 
marked consideration and courtesy to- 
ward the Germans in Samoa, This atti- 
tude was all tha more gratifying to the 
Germans, as it was in direct contrast 
to the policy pursued by the British 
commander and consul there. 
While 


the English raised difficulties in the 
granting of passports to Germans de- 
sirous of passing the lines, and would 
not even let trie German consul pass, 
the Americans readily granted passports 
to every respectable German, as far as 
the" American lines were concerned. 
Moreover, Admiral Kautz issued an or- 
der to let all'German officers and men 
in uniform pass the lines at any time 
without subjecting them to any molesta- 
tion. 


The behavior of Uie American out- 


posts, pnrt {if whom were 
German- 


Americans, was in the whole most prais- 
worthy and all that could be desired, 
gay the German advices, which also note 
that Admira1 Kautz exercised a re- 
straining influence on Captain Sturdee. 
This officer informed the representative 
of the German firm of O. Raedel, on 
March "10, that he would fire without any- 
previous warning into the house of the 
firm if Mataafa a.nd his men should ap- 
proach it, but, on being notified of Ad- 
miral Kautz's promise not to fire over 
Apia, said !ie would consider the prom- 
ise of Admiral Kautz as binding upon 
himself.

of war was at no time disturbed.

along that the money from the state 
and city was needed for the purchase 
and grading of land, but what this 
grading would mean has 
not been 


spoken of so much as the fact of the 
purchase. It cannot be described at 
all definitely as yet, because there are 
of course no plans yet completed. They 
depend on what is left after the land 
is secured, but enough has been out- 
lined in the minds of "those interested 
and to some extent on paper to show 
in a general way what an addition will 
be made to the city by the work that 
is to be done. 


The most important fact in connec- 


tion with it is that all the normal 
school property will be converted with- 
in a couple of years to a beautifully 
arranged and developed park, laid out 
by a landscape architect and planned 
botl- for botanical instruction for the 
school and for beauty. A number of 
suggestions have been worked out on 
paper by Ernest "W. Bowditch of Bos- 
ton, 
a landscape architect who has 


done much work for the state, and al- 
though these will have to be altered 
materially, they are enough to show 
that the new normal school grounds 
will be very different from the prop- 
erty as it now is, all unsightly except 
for the handsome buildings on it. 


As soon as the state board of educa- 


tion has met the last of this month and 
acted on the matter, the plans will be 
sent back to Mr. Bowditch, with speci- 
fications of the exact land that the 
state will own and the amount that will 
in all probability be available for 
grading and decoration. He will pre- 
pare plans for the work, to fit the re- 
quirements and the financial possibili- 
ties. 


It is expected that all the rough 


grading will be completed this summer, 
but not much will be done in the way 
of working out the more elaborate 
plans for decoration and 
convc'-linn 


into the park until next year. Inas- 
much as a park can never be made 
complete with a single outlay of energy 
it is not to be expected that the whole 
scheme will be worked out even then, 
but it is believed that within a couple 
of years the foundation will have been 
laid for one of the most attractive bits 
of public property in the state. 


As is generally understood, the land 


that the state will own when the new 
purchases have been completed, will 
include all that which lies between 
Church, Montana and Hoosac streets 
and Lawrence avenue, while a lot will 
extend past th« latter and be bounded 
nn the west by Highland avenue, run- 
Trn? south of the present school prop- 
ert.- for some distance. This will make 
a frontage on Church street of about 
600 feet, and a depth at the widest part 
betw.epn Church and Montana streets 
of about 570 feet. 


The land slopes rapidly from Church 


street down to Montana street, and 
will be developed with handsome ter- 
races, with walks and drives laid out 
in graceful 
outlines'. 
That part of 


Hoosao street cast of Montana and that 
part of Lawrence avenue east of High- 
land avenue will be closed, making the 
frontage without a street entrance 
continuous on Church street 
from 


Blackinton to Davenport streets. 


The city already owns much of the 


land between Blackinton, 
Montana, 


Hoosac and Church streets, and what- 
ever is 'done on the state property in 
the way of laying out walks and 
drives will be so planned that it can be 
made to fit similar improvements on 
the city's land should this ever be 
done, as is hoped, carrying the park 
idea clear down to Blackinton street 
and the Mark Hopkins school. 


When completed, the property will be 


laid out with a very complete system 
of driveways and walks, which will 
furnish not only access to all parts of 
the property but a, passage for pedes- 
trians from Montana street and that 
locality through the grounds up to 
Church street, a driveway will enter 
the grounds at the point where Hoosac 
street now reaches Church, and will 
go in graceful curves up to the school 
building, with a broad driveway all 
around it. A walk or drive will also 
go from Church street to the school 
circling a large flower or grass plot in 
front of the school building. A similar 
entrance will be provided in front of 
the dormitory should one be built to 
the south of the principal's house. For 
the present the lot to the south will be 
graded off and finished simply as a 
larsre lawn. 


The paths will go from the school 


down the terraces back of the building 
with handsome steps on the terraces, 
and winding through the gardens which 
are p'anned for the west side of the 
property. The Montana street side will 
probably be devoted to botanical gar- 
dens, and a tennis court will be pro- 
vided east of these. Trees will be set 
out all over the property, making prac- 
tically an arboretum. Pains will be 
tiKc-n in the planting of the trees to 
provide for many different varieties, 
both for beauty and as objects of 
study, and some provision will be madp 
for the planting of various varieties by 
the classes of the school. 


The flower beds will be display beds, 


the flowers being chiefly those that 
blcssom in the fall and spring so that 
they will be of practical use to the 
botany classes, and the shrubs that 
are planted will be of the 'flowering 
varieties. Whether the whole1 property 
will be circled by a hedge or by a row 
cf trees will be decided upon later. 


All of these plans are subject to a 


good deal of change when the work !s 
actually begun, but the outline given 
of whnt has already been considered as 
most practical will show about what 
may bft expected by the city when the 
n'ork is complete. 


The first thing to be done thla sum- 


nu-r -\\ill bo to build a sewer through 
Itiwitnce avenue carrying oft the 
walcr from Uifi spring above the rrop- 
city. This will bo done by the city In 
its tegular newer building;. The whole 


will have to bo provided with 


a system of drainage, with catch baslni 
;md complete surface sewerage, and 
water pipes will be carried through it 
tc provide for watering the whole. It 
was suggested that fountains be put In, 
but this will not be practical on ac- 
count of lack of means. 


Troy's Strike Revived Yesterday, 


All union bricklayers and 
masons' 


helpers in Troy withdrew from work 
on buildings in the city yesterday 
morning, it being: alleged that non- 
union labor was being employed by 
certain contractors. 
For more than 


two months the bosses and the men 
have been unable to • agree 
on this 


point, and the city secured a partial 
resumption of work on the two public 
school buildings a short time ago on 
the mutual agreement between bosses 
and men that only union labor would 
be employed. 
r'he present 
trouble, 
which was 


opened afresh was due to work on a 
budding on River street. The building 
is practically finished, there remaining 
some plastering to be done on an upper 
stcrj. The i.ien alleged that the con- 
trai tor put non-union men to work on 
the plastering, and refused to wor'.i 
wuh those men. The union men also 
withdrew from the new school build- 
ing. 


Smoking .Their Last Cigars, 


The railroad men south of Pittsfield on 


the Consolidated road are taking par- 
ticular delight this week in catching a 
smoke about the depot -or in spare mo- 
ments along their routes. Everything 
from a cigaret or "stogie" to a, long 
Havana roll, goes this week and there 
is an especial air of independence and 
delight that goes with it—for it is the 
last week with "the weed" on the road. 


The new rules of the Consolidated 


system which goes into effect next Sun- 
day contain one which prohibits en- 
tirely the use of tobacco in any form 
by employes of the road while en duty. 
Heretofore the prohibition has applied 
to the crews of passenger trams, but 
engineers and firemen have been, in. the 
habit of stealing a quiet smoke now and 
then and no complaint has been. made. 
The theory of the railroad officials is 
that the act of lighting a cigar or pipe 
and of smoking takes the attention of 
the men to some extent. No matter 
how slight tnis is there are- moments 
when it might be the very thing to 
cause a disaster.

Principal Murdock Treats of 


Live Questions in Adams 


Last Evening.

Recommends Separate School Building 


for New Comers Among Foreigners. 
Cash Registers an Unfortunate 


Modern Institution. Arithmetic 


Should Teach Honesty. 


Principal F. F. Murdock of the nor- 


mal school lectured at the Congregation 
house in Adams Tuesday evening. The 
lecture was tu have been hem m the 
opera house, but the boilers there arc 
being changed and there was no way 
of heating the hall. Mr. Murdock was 
introduced by Principal Hull of the 
Adams high school, president of the 
teacher's association, under whose aus- 
pices the lecture was given. The au- 
dienoe 
was 
large 
considering 
the 


weather and they were interested 
throughout. The subject was "What 
the schools have done and can do." 


Mr. Murdrjck first gave a graphic des- 


cription of the old district school hous- 
es, some of which are in existence to- 
day. 
He told of how the school build- 


ings of today are fitted in- comparison, 
and yet from these old schpols carne 
the people of Massachusetts and made 
this grand commonwealth what it is 
today. Did the school buildings do it? 
No. Did the books do it? Books in the 
olden times were handed dawn from 
father to son. Now books are free and 
theie are many more books used. So 
the book did not do it. Uook at the 
Isoys and girls then you approach the 
real problem of success. 


The speaker then told how- reading, i 


arithmetic and history were taught in 
the schools m former days. In olden 
time-the studies taught were easily un- 
derstood by the pupils because they 
were practical and used in every day- 
life by the scholars who were mostly 
farmer's children. They learned res- 
ponsibility, integrity and thrift at home 
because it was nature to them. Now 
these virtues have to be taught in 
school and it is done by object teach- 
ing. In former days scholars had chores 
to do. Now in the towns and cities they 
have nothing to do. Ask the boy of to- 
day to do some chore and he shirks, i 
The fact that there aie no chores for ' 
the school boys and girls of today to bs 
done is a loss to them. 
' 


Today a regular system has to be ; 


used in teaching. It is called nature 
study. The children are taught by us- 
ing real quantities and natural things. 
In this nature study the children, are 
taught to realize that the real immin- 
ence of God and this is where the mod- 
ern method of teaching perhaps surpas- 
ses the old method. 


Mr. Murdock was very positive in his 


denouncements of some of the modern 
methods, like cash registers used- in 
stores. He said they are spies on the 
clerks and it seems bad that such meth- 
ods are used. Arithmetic as taught in 
the schools ought to be taught in such 
a way as to make the scholars honest. 
Trust the children and they become 
trustworthy; put faith in the children 
and they will have faith in others. 


In. closng Mr. Murdock said that Ad- 


ams is soon to have a lot of foreigners 
come into the town. He said that the 
thought should not cause uneasiness. 
Many of our citizens have come from 
Erin. They were met by their friends 
who came before them. They were ush- 
ered to the registration offices and took 
out naturalization papers and were 
soon American citizens, speaking of the 
Land of the Free, their adopted coun- 
try. They did not forget their native 
land, but when their adopted country 
was in trouble they were first and fore- 
most in coming to her defence. 


With these new foreigners will come 


a thousand or more children. Where 
are they going to school? Will you 
crowd them into your already over- 
crowded school houses? Will you put 
them in there and push your own 
children to the wall to wait until the 
new comers have acquired an equal 
mental capacity for study? No, by all 
means no! Build a school house for 
them, fit the schools like the others 
and pay the teachers. It may cost 
$2000, but it will save an expense of en- 
larging the police force and an enlarge- j 
ment of the jail in the end.
